Next this body 
lay the remains of George Kellogg who 
left the vessel with others in a boat, and 
worked at the oars until he literally drop- 
ped dead frum exhaustion and exposure.

Inquest. 

V-:aturday afternoon at 1 o'clock an in- 
iiuest was held in the police court by 
Coroner tho Uon. A. F. Peinbertciii on the 
body of Loo .Seei, a Cliiiiaiuaii, reported 
to have come to his death by a blow from 
a stone on Friday morning last. 

Tho following jury were sworn: Jacob 
Isaacs, foreman, James .f. McDonald, 
(icorgu .Murdock, Thos. Perry, \Vm. M. 
.Mitcliell, Samuel W'hiitaker. 

The jury went lo view thu bony at the 
undertaking rooms nf Mr. Uayward and 
upon thoir return tho following evidence 
was taken. 

Supt. Blonmfield said Dr. Jagkaon had 
stated that morning that so far he had not 
been able tu decide on the cause uf his 

death. 

Oflicer Walker, sworn. —Stated that on 
l''riday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock ho m'SS 
sent by the superintendont of police to a 
house on Cormorant street, accompanied 
by two Chinamen. They showed me de- 
ceased. Loo Seei, lying on a bed. One 
Chinaman aaid in coming home that morn- 
ing he had been struck by a Siwash. 
There were a pair of paiita of his on the 
wall. 1 examined the pants; but found 
nothing but mud on the knees. The lo- 
cality was afterwards examined where the 
affair occurred, near Horde's blacksmith 
shop, but there waa no blood, or atick, or 
alone. Witneaa and .Sheppard viaited the 
man some half a dozen liinea afterwards 
but f.iuiid him inseusiblo. He died about 
.0 a.m. on Saturday. Witness waa on 
that beat the night of the occurence and 
heard no noise. 

Dr. Jackson aaid there scorned to be a 
diapulu between tho govornment and city 
(Uiuncil as to who should pay tho medical 
fees, and several were now owing, and 
until hu had some assurance on the point 
ho must decline lo give his u\ idiuii;o.

Ho said "an Indian broke my 1 
head." He waa paaaiiig a dark place wlien j 
the Indian hit hnn with a rock and he 
fell. Hia hand waa bloody; he afterwards 
coinphiined of losing hia purse, and wished 1 
to go out to look for it. Witness, Lou j 
Soei and Ah Bing wont to look for the i 
purse. The purse wnn in the gutter. { 
Loo Seei found live S'iO gold pieces in it. 
When he got home again he felt faint, j 
and was taken to hia r.ioni and then to I 
bed. His iiophew, .-Vli Bing, cam.' down 
at :! ;'iO a.m. aij,d said hii uncle could not ' 
speak. He then aaid they liad better send 
for a policeman. Deceased had a hat on 
when atruck, which could not he found. 

The coroner bore aaid lie would adj. us n 
the iniiuost until to-morrow, in order that 
medical evidence as to tho cause of death 
might be procured, and other witnesses 
hoard. 

iSiiddeii Doallis. 

Yesterday morning at an early liour, 
Mr. Chas. (ioor, a Ifarmor, agod 55 yours, 
was found dead in his hiniae by llenry 
Pllueger, a neighbor. Docoa.sed lived in 
hjaqiiiinalt district near Lagoon lake. Ho 
was a single man and had beitii aick for 
some time of heart diaeaso. Ho resided 
by himself. Information was immediato- 
ly given to tho authorities. 

DEATH Of U. K. ISAllKO.N.
